interstate commerce. 


Rep. Dave Thompson of Pulaski 


sought to reclassify strike violence 
as a misdemeanor rather than a 
felony, contending in its present 
form the act is "class legislation." 


Rep. H. H. Pickering of Ashley 


was author of the other rejected 
measure. 


An administration-sponsored bill 
to apply the sales tax to alcoholic 
beverages 
was 
withdrawn

possible amendment. 


The house passed bills to

Britain already is getting set for 


the groat political struggle which 
will determine whether she is to 
continue along the road of social- 
ism or revert to conservatism. 


It's just over.three and 
a half 
years since the Labor party swept 
into power 
under 
leadership of 


Clement Attlee 
and 
established 


England's first all-Socialist govern- 
ment. It was an amazing shift of 
public opinion. It brought the down- 
fall of the great Winston Church- 
ill, wartime prime minister 
who 


was idolized as the man who had 
led the empire through its trial of 
"blood, toil, tears and sweat." 


England, with her imperial trap- 


pings and traditions, has had 
a 


fair 
initiation 
into 
socialism- 


enough so that she knows what it 
is. Under normal 
circumstances 


June of next year will bring anoth- 
er general election. Then the coun- 
try 
will take 
stock 
and decide 


whether she will stick to her leftist 
course or swing back to the right. 


The Socialists have nationalized 


numerous undertakings in capital- 
istic Britain. Among 
them 
are 


Overseas Airways, the Bank of 
England, cable and wireless com- 
munications, the coal mines, rail- 
road and inland water transport, 
and the electricity supply. A steel 
nationalization measure is now be- 
fore parliament, and the chemical 
industry is a possibility. 


The government even has dared 


the political elements by providing 
universal free medicine. This nat- 
urally has been mot with mixed 
emotions, but it is popular with 
the man in the street. 


How far dare the Socialists go 


with nationalization? The govern- 
ment has been watching general 
reaction closely and anxiously. 


-Socialism is on trial in a big way 


in England. It can make or break 
itself before next year's election. 


The party has held that the pub- 


lic reaction seemed fair enough. 
In some thirty parliamentary by- 
elections since the socialist govern- 
ment came to power, it hasn't lost 
one. 
Then last week came an out- 


standing test in a by-election 
at 


South Hammersmith. 


South Hammersmith normally is 


Conservative, but has been held by 
Labor since the last general elec- 
tion. Consequently it was made a 
testing ground. The great Churchill 
himself hurled some of the world's 
most powerful 
oratory 
into 
the 


campaign. 


Labor won. and set the Conserv- 


atives back on their heels. 


So, with this political gauge to go 


by, we find both parties swinging 
into action to get set for the still 
distant general election.
